PURPOSE:To prevent the lowering of copying 
quality by providing a notched part on a 
specified position in the folded corner part of a 
main passive reflector corresponding to the 
light emission part of a light source lamp. 
CONSTITUTION The notched part 7 is formed 
on the specified position in the folded corner 
part 3b of the main passive reflector 3. For 
example, the position just above the light 
emission parts 2a arranged in parallel at 
specified intervals in the light source lamp 2 is 
set as the above-mentioned specified position. 
Then light beams from the light source lamp 2 
are not reflected at least on the notched part 7. 
Meanwhile, reflection occurs in a part where 
the notched part 7 is not formed but the 
reflected light beams do not reach a 
photosensitive body because they have a way 
tilted toward a side. Thus, the lowering of 
copying quality such as the occurrence of 
white stripes as the reflected lights on the 
folded corner part 3b of the main passive 
reflector 3 enters the photosensitive body can 
be prevented.
